chinists went into effect at 7 o'clock 
this morning. President O'Connell saya 
that about 50,000 men will be affected. 
Tho order instructs the men to refuse to 
go to work in all shops where notices 
granting the nine-Hour work day were 
not posted at 7 o'clock, 


The officers of the association expect 


that in many cases a settlement will be 
reached during the day, and that the 
;hcn will rtfcurn to work Tuesday mora- 
ing. Word came yesterday that all the 
firms in St. Louis, and also all those in 
New Orleans had acceded to the de- 
mands of the men. Scattered reports 
from other cities favorable to the men 
also were received. 
The estimate is 


now that 35 percent of the employing 
firms have signed. At least 25,000 union 
machinists were working nine hours 01 
less when the question was taken up by 
the association. 


The 50,000 men who will suspend 


work are scattered all over the country. 
The national officers are hopeful that 
speedy settlements will be reached in 
most of the eastern cities, but they feai 
a prolonged struggle on the Pacific 
coast. 
The Union Iron Works at San 


Francisco, Avherc the battleship Ohio 
is building, and other large concerns, are 
preparing to resist the demand. 


In a number of cities there are ques- 


tions pending between the employers 
and men which may operate to prevent 
decisive action today, but which may be 
settled for or against a strike in a day 
or two.

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TEAS:'

We have reached the season of spring 


Wishes. 
With our ataple markets the 


•easons hare advanced so thct thus 
early peas are hardly a rarity in most 
families. 
The cookie?; of peas in length 


M time depends' upon the peas them- 
eelves. The fiesher they are tljp less 
time for cooking i« a general rule. 
Never salt peas until they arp cooked. 
Salt put in the boiling water makes 
them bard. A piaeli of sal soda may be 
put in and'aifls in keeping the color. 
Jfany of the best cooks adopt this 
method and they also use the soda in 
the cooking of dandelions, spicach and 
other greens and also in boiling cab- 
bage. 


Although peas art» ordinarily cooked 


slonSi as a sjde di-.h, for dinner, they 
may he combined wlti other vegetables 
and with meat with good results. You 
will have a very desirable dish if you 
«ook green ppas and carrots together. 
Get some of the small, new carrots you 
will find in the markets at this season 
-of the year, scrape them and boil for 
ten minutes in salted water. 
Drain 


them, cut into quarter inch dice, put 
Into a sauce pan with the shelled peas, 
and boil together in just enough water 
to cover thpra> Add butter, salt and 
pepper when tilting from the fire. 


Another nice eombiaation that will 


please lovers of peas is to dice new po- 
totaes, boil in salted water for about 
five minutes and then cook them with 
the peas as you do the carrots. 


Here are some other combinations 
that will be timely. 


CRULLERS," 


Cut np half a pound of butter into 


two pound* of sifted flour. Add three- 
quarters of a pound ot powdered (Sugar, 
a grateci nutmeg, and a teaspoonful of 
powdered cinnamon, and ini>^ them well 
together. Beat six cgtffc, and pour them 
into the mixture. Add a tablespoonful 
of rosewater, and mix the whole into a 
douph. If the ecjjs and rosewater, aro 
not found sufficient to wet it, add a 
very little cold water.- Mix the dough 
very well with a knife. 


Spread some flour onyourpasteboard; 


take the dough out of the pfcn and knead 
it very well. Cot it into small piece?, 
and knead each'separately. Put all the 
pieces together, and knead the whole in 
one lump. 
Koll it out iato a iargft 


square sheft, about half an inch thick. 
Take a jagging iron, or a sharp knife, 
run it along the sheet, and cut the 
dough into long, narrow slips. 
Twist 


them up in various forms. Have ready 
an iron pan. with melted lard. Lay the 
crullers lightly in it, and-fry them to a 
light brown, turning them with a knife 
and fork, so as not to break them, and 
taking care that both sides are equally 
done. 


Crullers may be made in a plainer 


way, with the best brown sugar (rolled 
very fine), and without spice or rose 
water. 


They can l>e fried, or rather boiled, 


in a deep iron pot. 
They should be 


done in a large quantity of lard, and 
taken out with a skimmer that has 
holes in it, and held on the skimmer till 
the lard drains from them. 


Hotch Potrh. 


Put a pint of peas into a quart of 


trater; boil them until they are so 
tender as easily to be pulped through a 
sieve. Take of the leanest end of a 
loin of mutton three pounds; cut it into 
chops; put it into a saucepan with a 
gallon of water, four carrots and four 
turnips, cut in small pieces; season with 
pepper and salt. 
Boil until all the 


vegetables are quits tender; put in the 
pulped, peas, a head of celery, and a 
sliced onion; boil 15 minutes, and serve. 


Green Pea Soup. 


To a small quartet of lamb put six 


quarts of cold water, and two table- 
spoonfuls of salt. Boil gently for two 
hours; then sfcitn clear; add a quart of 
shelled peas, and a little pepper. Let it 
boil for half an hour, and then add a 
quart 
of 
young 
potatoes, 
scrapid. 


Cover the pot, and let it boil for half 
an hour longer; work a quarter of a 
.pound of batter, and a dessertspoonful 
of flour together, and add them to the 
soup tea or twelve minutes be ore tak- 
ing it off the fire. Serve soup in a tu- 
reen, and the meat (with parsley sauce 
pver) on a dish. 


Peas Pudding. 


For this dried peas may be used with 


equally good results. 
Pick over, wash 


and put to soak, over night a cupful and 
one-half? of dried peas. 
Put on in a 


kettle of cold jvater during the morning 
hours and sjtnmer slowly until very 
tender; drain -an.d rub thron"h a sieve 
end set aside to cool. When wanted for 
use at dinner, season highly with salt 
and pepper, add two well-beaten eggs, 
turn into a floured pudding cloth, drop 
into salted boiling water and boil hard 
for an hour. Turn out on a heated dish 
and serve with butter or butter sauce. 


FROSTING FOR CAKE. 


Powder very finely and sift half a 


feacupful of double' r^Soed sugar, and 
two teaspoontful of starch. Beat the 
whites of two eggs to a stiff froth, so 
that you can turn the plate upside 
'down, without the eggs falling from it; 
then stir in the sugar gradually; stir it 
ten or fifteen minutes without any 
cessation; then add a teaspoonful of 
lemon juice; lHjt in Sufficient rosewater 
to flavor it. If you wish to color it 
pink, stir in a few grains of cochineal 
powder, or r&se pink; if to have it of a 
blue tingfe, add a littb of what is called 
the powder blue. Lay the frosting on 
a rake frith a knife soon after it is 
taken from the oven; smooth it over, 
end let it remain in a cool place til! 
hard. This _ will be sufficient-to frost 
pne large cake. 


DOUGHNUTS WITH SUGAR. 


Make a dough of one pound of flour, 


ft quarter of a pound of butter, three- 
quarters of a pound of brown sugar, 
rolled fine, one nutmeg, grated, one tea- 
spoonful of ground cinnamon, one table- 
spoonffil of,brewers' yeast, and warm 
milk enough to mix. Set it in a warm 
place to rise, for one hour, or till light; 
then form ia twists or squares, fry as 
before and drain on a sieve. 


BTRAWBBftUY 
ICED 
SOUFFLE. 


Break the yolks of six eggs into a 


fcowl and beat them thoroughly before 
adding a quarter of a pint of sugar. 
Put the bowl in a pan of boiling water 
and stir the mixture until it is smooth 
and thick. ftemOVe and place where it 
will become chilled, then add a pint of 
strawberry juice, th« whites of two eggs 
beaten to a stiff froth and a pint of 
•whipped cream. Pack in salt and ice 
Cor two hours. 


SODA DOUGHNUTS, 


One quart of flour, one and a half 


tups of milk, one teaspoonful of soda, 
two of a cream of tartar-soda dissolved 
In the milk, cream of tartar rubbed dry 
into the flour, two eggs, sngar and cin- 
namon to your taste. Boil in hot fat. 
(They are Bice when fresh but will not 
feeep long. 


POTATO BISCUITS, 


Boil mealy potatoes very soft, peel 


fcnd mash them. 
To four good sized 


potatoes, put a piece 6f butter of the 
size of a hen's ?gf, and a teaspoonful 
«f salt. When tjie butter has melted, 
put in half a pint of cold milk. If the 
milk cools tie potatoes, put in a quar- 
ter of a pint Of yeast, and flour to make 
them of the right consistency to mould 
up. Set them in a wftfift place; when 
risen, mould them up with the hand; 
let them remain ten or fifteen minutes 
fceforc baking them. 


LOAF CAKE. 


Stir into two quarts of flour a pint 


of milk, slightly warmed, and a small 
teacup of 3'east, Place it near the fire, 
where it will rise quickly. When per- 
fectly light, work in with the hand four 
beaten eggs, a teasroonful of Fait and 
two of rmnamoii. 
Stir a pound of 


sugar with three-o.uarters of a pound of 
biitter; when white, work it into the 
cake; add another quart of sifted flour, 
and beat the whole well with the hand 
ten or fifteen minutes; then set it 
where it will rise again. 
When of a 


spongy lightness, put it into buttered 
cake pans, and let them stand fifteen 
or twenty minutes before baking. Add, 
!f you like, a pound and a half of 
raisins, just before putting the cake 
into the pans. 


FILLET OB ROUND OF BEEF- 
SPIGED. 


Get the ribs of beef. Have ready 


pounded 
and 
sifttaJ, • some ,. cloves, 


niace, allspice, pepper, a little saltpetre, 
and salt; mix all well together, rub your 
beef Trell, then tie it tightly up into a 
good round fillet; let it lie for a day or 
two, then put it into the oven to set 
the meat, then place it in a stewpan 
with a little second stock; put fat perk 
at the bottom of the stewpan, and stew 
it about two hours, according to the 
size; make a very good sauce, reduce 
the liquor, and take off all the fat, until 
sufficient to make the sauce; season 
with cayenne pepper and salt; if ap- 
proved of, add some hot pickles of dif- 
ferent colors, the last thing in the 
sauce. 
Add a dust of sugar to your 


sauce. 


COFFEE CREAM. 


Boil three-quarters of a pint of milk 


and add to it one large cupful of made 
coffee, the well-beaten yolks of eight 
eggs and four ounces of fine sugar. Stir' 
the whole briskly over a clear fire until 
the &ugar melts, stir it for a minute or 
two longer and strain it through a sieve 
on to about two ounces of gelatine. Mix 
thoroughly, and when the gelatine is dis- 
solved pour the cream into a mould 
which has beea dipped into cold water 
and set in the ice-box to cool. 


RICE SPONGE CAKE.. 


Nine eggs, and the weight of them in 


sugar; the weight of Six in rice flour; 
have the sugar finely sifted; nlix the 
sugar and rice together; have, the 
whites and yolks beaten 
separately; 


pour the eggs at the,same time into the 
rice and sugar; beat the whole together 
about a quarter of an hour, and then 
add of 'the essence of lemon twenty 
drops, or rose water. Bake. 


TEA CAKES. 


Rub a qoa'rter of- a pound of butter 


into a pound of-.Sour; add a quarter of 
a pound of -fine loaf sugar, a few cara- 
way seeds, and two eggs. With a little 
warm milk let th« whole be made in a 
paste, which, being covered with a 
cloth, is to stand before the fire nearly 
an hour. Then roll out the paste, cut 
it into round, cakes with the top of a 
glass, and bake them upon floured tins. 


SWISS TOMATO SAUSAGES. 


Use one pound of sausages, one pound 


of tomatoes, a small onion, half an 
ounce of cornstarch, half a pint of cold 
water and pepper and silt to taste. 
First prick the sausages and lay them 
in a stewpan with the sliced tomatoes 
and onion,^add .the water and seasoning 
and cook slowly for about twenty min- 
utes. 
Directly the sausages are done 


take each one rip carefully, set on a hot 
dish and press the vegetables through a 
hair sieve. Thiekeij the puree with the 
cornstarch mafle into a paste with cold 
water, brin? to a boil, stir constantly 
for five minutes, pour slowly over the 
sausages and serve with finely' chopped 
parsiey scattered over all. 


CELERY OMELET, 


U?(t three eggs, three tablespoonfnls 


of milk, three taMespoon'fuls of chopped 
celery, salt, pepper and a little sage. 
Beat the yolks of the eggs until they 
are thick, then add the milk, celery and 
seasoning. Bent the whites to a stiff 
froth and add them to the rest, cutting 
them in with a knife. Cook ia a but- 
tered pah until the bottom part is 
browned, then place in the oven to dry 
on top. Fold carefully and serve hot. 


CHICKEN AND CLAM BROTH. 
Mix one qunrt of chicken stock with 


one quart of clam juice. Heat to the 
boiling pdiht, skim and 'season to taSle 
with salt, fjepper and cayenne. Add 
one-fourth cup of thick cream and beat 
until stiff with an ejrs-beater. 
Serve 


the broth in cups with a spoonful of 
cream on top of each.

their own divisions free by showing 
their badge. 


6. No discrimination against strik- 


ers who have not committed violence. 


7. That men who were on strike 


and committed violence shall not be 
reinstated unless proved guiltless. 


8. That the road may hire or dis- 


charge any manl without reference to 
his 'affiliation (Or otherwise with a 
union. 


9. That no proposition to strike 


•hall be acted upon until 48 hours have 
•lapsed from the time 'of notification, 
end that if a strike is ordered it shall 
aot take effect until six days. 


It will be seen from this that the 


men gain the increase of wages, but 
lose iri the matter of enforcing union- 
Ism, 
which was the m'ore important 


thing to the strikers.

The 15th annual meeting of the New 


England intercollegiate athletic asso- 
ciation was held at Worcester Satur- 
day, and Williams finished just one- 
sixth of a point ahead of Amherst, 
these two colleges having the meet be- 
tween them. One event, the two-mile 
bicycle race, remained to he ridden to 
day ,and this may change the standing 
although it is not expected. The stand 
ing of the colleges at the close of Sat- 
urday's events was as follows: Wil- 
liams 32 1-6 ,Amherst 32, Dartmouth 
19 1-6, Bowdoin 18 1-6, Brown 16 1-6, 
Massachusetts institute of technology 
8*1-3. These colleges failed to take 
points: University of Maine, Wes- 
leyan, Trinity, Tufts, Worcester Tech. 


Williams' chanlces were not consider 


ed of the brightest till Captain Paul 
Potter won the pole vault, which put 
the Berkshire collegians slightly in 
the" lead. Bowdoin. the odds-on favor 
ite for this meet, was far down the 
list, being beaten by Dartmouth for 
third place. 


In spite of the bad weather, two 


records was broken and two equalled. 
Cloudman of Bowdoin beat the record 
of Chase of Dartmouth in the broad 
jump by an inch, and equalled the 
record of Curtenius of Amherst, af 10 
seconds in the 100-yards -dash. Mc- 
Donald of the Massachusetts institute 
of technology put the shot 39 feet 11 
inches, as against 33 feet 10% inches, 
the former record, held by Melendy of 
Brown. Edson of Dartmouth equaled 
the record of Burch of the Massachu- 
setts institute of technology in the low 
hurdles ini the fast time of 25 4-5 sec- 
onds. As last year Cloudman of Brw 
doin was the star point winner of the 
meet, with three firsts in the two 
dashes and the broad jump to his 
credit, Potter 'of Williams won the 
high hurdles and the pole vault and 
took second in the low hurdles, giving 
him a total of 13.

laid is that iameaiaUly following tin 
invasion of Greece- by Xerxes, says the 
Chicago AJHericaa. It i* ia tbe tlnae of 
his sou Artaxerxes anft tbe kings of the 
AchaemsalBJan dynasty, who, while 
they were Persian ruters, were also 
rulers over Babyioa atul Assyria, The 
action centers ftboatkbe city ot Baby- 
lon, the winter residence of tneto 
kings. It was tbe period •when Nehe- 
mian, the Jewteh reformer and law 
giver, was cup beairer to Artftserxes 
and when Themistoclea, the great 
Qreek general and exile, was resident 
at the court 


The plot !s made historically correct 


from the material extant with regard 
to the priests of the temple of Bel. In 
It figure with strong dramatic touch 
the intrigues of Amytls, sister of Arta- 
series, who was celebrated as .being 
the moat beautiful and mast intem- 
perate woman in all Asia, 


The principal action centers around 


Arrlon, the young Jewish favorite of 
the king, and Miriam, a maiden of the 
captijg; peop^ beloved by the king. 
It is a picture story more than one of 
adventure, not crowded with incidents, 
for the plot is simple, but of dramatic 
force necessary to carry out the plan 
of its conception 
Miriam represents 


the best instincts of the traditions of 
her race. 
One of the most telling 


scenes is that in which she defies the 
false priests. 
In this is strongly 


brought out the contrast of her faith 
to the idol worship of the Babylonians 
and the power and corruption of the 
priesthood. 


In the second edition of the book will 


be published a traditional chant, used 
by the Jews, of the words of the One 
Hundred and Thirty-seventh Psalm, 
beginning, "By the waters of Baby- 
lon," This is absolutely authentic and 
dates back two centuries before Christ, 
almost to the Babylonian period. As 
no copy of this has ever before appear- 
ed in modern publications, it will lend 
a vastly increased interest to tie book, 
which, beyond a question, will prove a 
notable event in the literary field. 


In order to thoroughly equip herself 


for the tremendous task of writing this

ACCOMMODATIONS FOR"" 


VISITORS IN BUFFALO. 


of Hetfrle, Boardlnaj and 


Rooming; Ilonwca, BeilcJc* Muny PH. 
•vate Homeo, on the Lint. 
Bo much hna been said and written 


about the ability of the city of Buffalo 
Jo care for tip crowds which will at- 
tend the Pan- American Exposition this 
summer that a few facts and fig-ores 
will bs appreciated by the general pub- 
lic. 


In the first place, there arc listed 


more than ^uO hotels, which will give 
accoinmoJailoa to 20,000 people; there 
are CCO boarding and rooming houses, 
affording accommodation for 18,500, 
while 7,000 owners of houses, most of 
whom never before hung out their 
latchstring for a consideration, have 
signified their intention of opening 
tbeir houses for the accommodation of 
visitois to Buffalo this summer. These 
7,000 homes will accommodate at ieast 
100,000 visitors. 


The Kxposition Company has arrang- 


ed to furnish teat accommodation on 
the Exposition grounds for 250 uni- 
formed men. There are also two com- 
panies arranging tent systems which 
will afford additional accommodation 
outside of the grounds for 3,500 or so. 


In addition to all this, there are a 


large number of buildings throughout 
the city now being remodeled and con- 
verted into hotels, the plans of which 
are not far enough aioxij to afford an 
accurate description or to estimate ac- 
commodation at the present time. It is 
safe to estimate the present capacity 
cf the city of Buffalo to accommodate 
150,000 stringers. To this may ho add- 
ed accommodations for at least 50,000 
in the surrounding to~vrns, such as Ton- 
awanda, La Salle, Niagara Falls, Lock- 
port, Willlainsville, Gardenville, De- 
pew and Lr-ncaster, all within a short 
trolley ride of the city. 


Kates in hotels range from $1 per 


day up ft T nl. As ridiculous stories have 
been eireuU.ed in regard to exorbitant 
hotel rates, ir is well to note the rates 
that have been established at the Iro 
quois. the most expensive hotel in the 
city. These are, for one in a room 
without bath, ?G and upward; for two 
in a room without bath, .$5 and upward, 
thus making the minimum rate $2.30 
per Individual. The rate for a room 
with bath for one person is $5 or fot 
two in a room $7.50. This is on the Eu- 
ropean plan. Of course there are rooma 
and suites of rooms in this hotel for 
much higher rates for those who wish 
to pay them, but the prices here given 
are the highest in the city for hotel

Account of a Stupendous Engineer- 


ing Feat In tbe West. 


The wonderful achievement of tun- 


neling a big mountain at Sherman, 
Wy., by the Union Pacific in order to 
reduce the grade and shorten the track 
baa been accomplished, and on May i 
regular service was commenced on the 
new line from Buforfl to Tie Siding, 
which becomes part of the main line oi 
"the overland route." 


The contract for this work was 


awarded about a year ago, and its com- 
pletion is reckoned one of the most as- 
tonishing feats of railroad engineering 
yet accomplished. Tho general public 
has no klea of the gigantic fills and 
marvelous tunneling through the Rock- 
ies to connection with this work. 


The Sherman tunnel, forming a very 


Important part of tfce project, is situ- 
ated between Dale Creek and Tie Sid- 
ing, nearly half a mile long. In the 
mountain it pierces is found the ar- 
chcentformation, one of the .hardest of 
granite rocks, from which comes Sher- 
man grav«3, so extensively used on tho 
Union Pacific for ballast 


Standing ccnspicuously out in this 


great engineering work are- two fills, 
Lone Tree fill and Dale Creek fill. The 
embankment at the last named fill is 
145 feet in the highest place, 000 feet 
long, 40 feet wide at the top, 115 feet 
at the bottom. The Lone Tree fill is 
southeast of the town of Sherman, 
The embankment Is 130 feet high at 
the highest point. These two fills in- 
volved the handling of 500,000 cubic 
yards of earth and stone. 


Two other embankments adjacent re- 


quired the moving of 250^000 yards, so 
that this particular part of the work, 
all within a distance of a mile, necessi- 
tated the moving of more than 750,000 
cubic yards of earth and rock. Through 
the embankments pass large concrete 
and iron culverts, to provide for the 
drainage of the large area obtaining on 
Dale creek. The new tunnel is so well 
constructed that with freedom from 
density of air one may see clearly with 
the naked eye from one end of the tun- 
nel to the other. 


Tlie saving in motive power to the 


Union Pacific by the construction of 
the new line will be immense and 18 
evidenced by the fact that the maxi- 
mum grade per mile is reduced from 
97.68 per cent to 43.3 per cent between 
Buford and Laramie alone. The Union 
Pacific will now be able to make faster 
time to all western points and haul 
heavier loads than before. 


American Bible Society Will Trans- 


late Ten Different Version*. 


The American Bible society has laid 


out a costly and extensive plan of work 
In the Philippines, according to Dr. 
John A. Pearson, field agent of the so- 
ciety, who addressed the Methodist 
preachers' meeting at Cincinnati the 
other day, says the New York Times, 
He said: "It Is variously, estimated 
that there are between 24 and 84 dif- 
ferent languages and dialects in tbe is- 
lands, and from correspondence with 
workers in the field I have learned .that 
It will take ten different versions of 
the Bible to reach them. This will 
cost a vast amount of money, but It Is 
Uncle Saao's job, and for this work 
funds must be raised In America. 


"It Is estimated that translation will 


require all of one man's time for ten 
years, together with that cf a native 
teacher as assistant Tbe salary of 
such a man would likely be $2,500 
yearly, and the total cost would figure 
|250,000. Besides this of course Is the

Large Glass 


Confirmed by Bishop Bcavcn. 


Honesty in the Pulpit 


Rev. TV. Ei. Tenney preached 
at 


the Congregational church 
yesterday 


morning on the question of adopting 
a new confession of faith and cove- 
nant which ,as reported hi Saturday's 
Transcript will soon be brought bpfoi-i 
the church for action. There were dis 
tributed among those present conies if 
the present covenant and of the cove 
nant proposed by the nastor, 
Mr. 


Tenney, together with confessions and 
covenants written by Rev. John Wat- 
son ("Ian Maclaren,") and President 
Hyde of Bcmdoin college. These v.erft 
quoted in tic course of the sermon. 


The mesent covenant °f the church, 


adopted under the pastorate of Rev. 
Dr. Washington Gladden, is as follows 


"You 
solemnly ayouch toe Lord .Te 


hovah, Father, Son and Holy Ghost, to 
be your God, the supreme object of 
your affection and your oortion 
for- 


ever. YOU consecrate yourself 
with 


all your nowers and al1 your posses- 
sions, to His service and glory; and 
you promise that henceforth it shall 
be your constant study to know His 
will, and yur constant endeavor to do 
His will. You desire, and by the aid 
of divine grace, you promise to walk 
in all the statutes and ordinances of 
the Lord, ^o assemble yourselves with 
his people for His worship, to keeo 
holy the Sabbath day, to 
maintain 


family religion and secret prayer, and 
to honor y_our hig-h calling by a Hfe of 
purity toward God, and benevolence 
toward your fellow man. 


"You join yourself to this church and 


covenant; walk with it in brotherly love 
and faithfulness; to attend and su- 
stain its meatings for prayer; to partic 
ipate in its labors to extend the gosael, 
to submit to its rules of 
government 


and discipline, and to strive 
earnestly 


for its peace, purity and edification." 


The confession and covenant 
rjro- 


posed by P.er. .W L-. Tenney includes 
the following: 


"I believe in the uerfect love of God, 


the Father Almighty. 


"I believe In Jesus Christ, The su- 


preme love and my inspiring example. 


"I believe in the ever present, re- 


deeming1 and sustaining power 
°f the 


Holy SDirii. 


"I believe in th? ultimate supremacy 


of the kingdom of God, for the sake 
of which thi? church is established. 


"I believe the life and teachings of 


Jesus Christ, progressively 
illumined 


by the Holy Spirit, to be the only law 
of this church. 


"I desire to maintain the Christian 


purity and usefulness of this church 
by walking with its members, and 
with all mankind, in a spirit of love, 
peace and st-rvice " 


The question to be answered, Mr. 


Tenney said in his sermon, is whether 
the church is to be satisfied with its 
present covenant as a final one. He 
then outlined the following as some of 
the charac'.eristics to be desired in a. 
church covenant: 


It should be so formulated that as- 


sent to it shall require no mental res- 
ervations. 


It should anpeal as no other 
docu- 


ment to the honor of the individuual. 


It should give fitting- heed 
to 
the 


rightful liberty of the individual. 


It should emnhasize the unchansriner 


fundamentals which pertain to 
the 


kinerdom. 


It should be germinal rather formal, 


since no mare form can have a place 
at the beginning of the Christian Hfe. 


Taking 1his basis for criticism of 


the present covenant, Mr. Tenney said 
that it is theological 
rather 
than 


ethical, and that its phrases appeal to 
the student of theology, but do not in 
simple fashion touch the vital issue of 
the soul's salvation. 


The present covenant was indeed a 


great advance over that which pre- 
ceded it, but its forms have always ap- 
pealed to -he minority rather than to 
the majority of the church. 


The positive good of the old cove- 


nant has be<:n neutralized by the men- 
tal reservation with which it was ac- 
cepted, the words concerning the forms 
of worship bemfe in many cases simply 
words of the lips. It is also bewilder- 
ing because it classes essentials and 
non-essentials together. 


The old covenant has shut out many 


who belonged with the church 
and 


divides tlnse who are in the church In 
to classes. Instead of being a bond of 
unity it has been a source of division. 
Mr. Tonney sa'd he could but feel that 
the old covenant had failed 
of 
Its 


object and that the church would have 
attained a tetter result without it. The 
church has debarred from fellowship 
by it some choice souls whose loss to 
the church has been great. It has been 
found to 
(,:•. P. burden instead of c 


source of inspiration. 


Mr. Tenney closed by reading 
anO 


commenting on the present cove-nan i 
and the throe which were presented 
to the church for consideration, the 
present one and the one proposed by 
Mr. Tenney being given above.

HOHESTY IN THE PULPIT 


'•The Ethics of the Minister," by Rev. 


Dr. Harris 


"The ethics of the minister" was the 


subject of the fourth in the series of 
ethical addresses in tho Univcrsalist 
church last evening1. Rev. Dr. \V, H. 
Harris of "Worcester was the speaker, 
and he gave a pointed address on the 
subject of honesty in the pulpit. 


There is great intellectual activity 


at the present time, he said, and the 
heart must I o reached through the in- 
tellect. The minister cannot 
neglect 


to recognize this. The minister who 
neglects the living issues of the day 
for moral 
platitudes 
neglects 
his 


grandest opportunities. It is the man- 
ner with which the minister approach- 
es the subjects that determine his In- 
fluence. The people of the present day 
demand oulspokeness am* candor. 


The silence of the pulpit on the great 


issues of the time is one of the secrets 
of its lessaitog- power. The only cure 
for agitation is more asitaton, and the 
minister must bring- into 
the pulpit 


his concept'on of the truth of present 
day problems. 


The day is fast going by when pious 


stupidity oa/i carry power in the pulpit. 
The only rrlnister who can reach the 
people of to-lay is he who has fought 
the battle o" tho age in his owia soul. 


It is too crten taken for granted that 


the minister has no higher 
motive 


than the welfare of his own parish and 
of himself. But this sometimes brings 
expediency into conflict with truth. Is 
the minister, 
under these 
circum- 


stances, bound to give expression to 
his highest conception of truth? Thorp 
are two answers: one that policy should 
govern and the other that 
principle 


should decide. The motive of 
policy 


says "tell r-o lies:" principle says "-ell 
the truth." Policy dodges all vexed 
questions, li'st the feelinprs of 
some 


should be hurt, lest the conqreagtion 
should ba divided, lest the minister's 
salary shou'J be affected. 


Principle goes fairly at every vexed 


question, itjjardless of the outcome. 
When policy is the rule, great outward 
prosperity sterns to come first, some- 
times, but i olicy kills the minister's 
enthusiasm and the congregation's in- 
terest. 


The fear which policy hold 
up 
is 


groundless. The disruption of parish- 
es will neve™ extinguish religion. Tfiere 
is a universal law of express for all 
there who create, and whoever rejects 
this law falls justly 
under the con- 


demnation of all mankind. 


Tirulh is not a thin? to be hushed 


up. Truth Tots on our bauds when we 
hoard it. "We have no proprietorship 
in truth. "We are merely 
its custo- 


dians. No minister has the right to 
draw a distinction 
between 
truth 


which is "safe" and that 
which 
is 


"unsafe. 
No truth Is unsafe. And 


no minister '? so affluent of truth thai 
he can afford to feed on'y the crumbs 
W his 
c oigregatiaii. This habit ^or 


doling out truth in quantities to suit 
ine su:jj.n>r,-<.l ..npicity of the hearers 
leaves the lesf mincls unsatisfied. 


Earth has no prize rich enough to 


pay for an hour of bought silence. 
And yet how many 
m'nisters 
are 


bought into silence by fear for their 
salaries.' The men who have had in- 
fluence ini t*e pulpit 
are those 
who 


have dared to bo irnpc'.it'c. The min- 
ister is a ran, find only as he is human 
is he a mmlFf"r. The 
actual 
sig- 


nificance or si'rti a minister Is that IT 
IP scfrene in the light of truth, and 
holds fast to the un=een 
hands 
o! 


those. \vho ?.ave died for their 
fellows 


in his courage to proclaim the truth.
